American police heads came buck I rom the convention ol 
ternational Association of Police Chiefs in Paris, with the int 
that solving crime la a much simpler mutter in Europe than 
United States Over there the task of catching and punishing criminals 
is not complicated by the existence of strongly organized gangs and well 
intrenched racketeers. Gun-toting is comparatively unknown. The regis­ 
tration of population all over Europe enables the police to know where 
every person is at any time. Tile process of rounding up known criminals 
is thus facilitated. 
Over here things are different. Gun-toting has 
become 
.so wide­ 
spread in this country that even judges on the bench have suggester 
arming the citizenry and allowing it to “shoot It out ’ with the thugs 
Gunmen m urder at the bidding or organized rackets tim* are so well in­ 
trenched politically that they openly flout the law and the courts. The 
absence of any such general registration of population as obtains in 
Europe multiplies the difficulties of the police in apprehending known 
criminals, as the number of “wanted persons” constantly at large in 
thlr country amply shows. 
American police officials do not advocate the introduction of gen­ 
era’ police registration In the United States.
